In answer to that portion of the resolution
which inquire whether tbe anm of money here-
tofore appropriated for carrying these acta into
e fleet Is probably sufficient, reference is made to
tbe accompanying report of tbe Secretary of War.
It will be seen from that report that the appropria
tion of 8.(),MH) made in the act approved March
3d, 1H7, for the purpose of carrying into effect the
act to provide for the more efficient government of
tbe rebel States, passed March 2, 187, and the act
supplementary, passed March 23, 1W, ba already
been expended by tbe commanoer of tbe general
military districts, and that in addition tbe sum, of
$1,645,277 1 required for present purposes.

It u exceedingly difficult at tbe present time to
estimate the probable expeuse of carrying into
full effect tbe two act of March last and the bill
which passed the two Honses of Congress on the
l.'lih mst. If tbe existing government ol the ten
States of tbe Union are to be deposed, and their
entire machinery placed under the exclusive
control and authority ot the respective dis-
trict commanders, all the expenditures Incident
t0 'he administration of inch Governments mastnecessity be Incurred by tbe Federal govern-jnen- t.

It 18 believed that, In addition to tbe two
million one hundred thousand dollar already ex-
pended or estimated for, tbe sum which will be

for tbe purpose would not be les than
fourteen millions of dollar tbe aggregate amount
expended prior to tbe rebellion in the admin-
istration of these respective government by
the ten State embraced In the provision ot
these acts. Tbe sum would no doubt be
considerably augmented if the machinery of
these States is to be operated by the Federal go-
vernment, and would be largely increased If the
United States, by abolishing the existing State
government, should become responsible for lia-
bilities incurred by them before the rebellion In
laudable efforts to develop her resources, and In
nowiee created lor insurrectionary or revolution-
ary purposes.

The debts of the?e States thus legitimately in-

curred, when accurately ascertained, will, it is
believed, approximate a hnndred millions of dol-
lars, and they are held not only by our own citi.
zens, amoDg whom are residents of portion of the
country which have ever remained loyal to the
Union, but by persons who are the subjects of
foreign governments. It ia worthy the considera-
tion of Congress and the country whether, If the
Federal government, by action, were to assume
each obligations, so large an addition to oar pab-ll- o

expenditures would not seriously impair the
credit of tbe nation; or, on the other band, whether
the refusal of Congress to guarantee the payment
ot the debt of these States, after having displaced
or abolished their State governments, would not
be viewed a a violation of good faith and a repu-
diation by the national Legislature of liabilities
Which these State had justly and legally inonrred.

The documents communicated give the opinions
of the Attorney General heretofore published
and the estimates for carrying into effect the re-
construction acts. It appears from the reports of
General Schofleld, commanding the First Military
District, that tbe number of civil officers ap-
pointed by him is forty, ot whom seventeen were
justices of the peace, twelve constables, three
commissioners of revenue, one alderman, one
mayor, of Abingdon, one deputy sheriff, one pur-
veyor and three overseers of the poor. All the ap-
pointments were to fill vacancies occasioned by
death or resignation or removal from the distrlat.
A special order of General Sickles on the 13th. of
Jane show that he rave permission to the mana
gers of the Georgia State Lottery for the benefit of
the widows and orphans of Free Masons, to open
an office In Charleston, S. C, for the sale of shares
or tickets In the same, bat that on the 23d ol Jane,
In consideration of the views of Governor Orr,
that permission was revoked.

The correspondence from the Third district
shows, in addition to what has already been pub
lished, that on the 7th of April General Pope
wrote to General Grant, asking his view of the
status of officers of the rebel army paroled at the

. termination of tbe war. He desired to know
whether the parole still holds good, or whether
it had been set aside by any proclamation of the
President! He asked the question because he
wished to know what action he ought to take
against rebel officers thus paroled who may
actually and openly counsel the people of his dis-
trict to resist tbe exeuutlon of the Reconstruction
act. General Pope gave as his opinion that the
provision of their parole which requires them to
return to their homes and to obey the laws, also
requires that they refrain from inciting others to
neglect or resist the laws of tbe United States, and
General Pope asked whether an attempt on their
part to keep np the dilllculty, and prevent tbe
settlement of tbe southern question in accordance
witn me recent action of Congress, was not In
Violation ot their parole.

To this letter, on the 13th of April, Gen. Grant
repnea:

"Your views on tbe obligation of a parole are In
Binci accoruance witu my own."

It appears from the correspondence of the Fourth
district, among other things, that on the loth of
last May, at the time the rec onstruction question
was before the Supreme Court, tbe Secretary of
war teiegrapnea to ueuerai (jra that the Hon,
KODert j waiaer, in his argument before that
court, bad represented, first, that he (Gen. Ord)
had dispersed tbe Legislature of Arkansas, and
had seized and taken from tbe treasury the pnbllo
moseys and records, the property of the State: and
second, that be threatened also to do the same or
similar acts in respect to the Legislature, pnbllo
lands and property of Mississippi. The Attorney
General deBlred to know the tacts with reference
to these allegations, in order that he might meet
them in court on tbe folio wins: dav.

General Ord replied at leiiitih. enclosing r.nnins
of his correspondence with Governor Murphy of
arinuau, ana staling nis ac'ion concerning otu
cers in that State. It appeals from this corresnon
dence that, on the 15th of April, General Ord did
direct that tbe Legislature ot Arkansas should not
meet in j my, to which time they had adjournedHesayshedid this because the Legislature pro
posed tben to sit as a court of impeachment for
trying two of the State Judges, and he did not think
it would conduce to good order to allow that Le.
glslature to take jurisdiction and try the accused.one of whom he believed to be a loyal man, who
would be tried mainly tor the reason that he had
attempted, in his judicial capacity, to protect loyal
xnen from being tried by disloyal men. ,

It also appears that General Ord directed the
removal or suspension from office of the State.
Treasurer of Arkansas, because he was not eligible
under the Third section cf the proposed constitu-
tional amendment, and because he had informa
tion that the Treasurer would Improperly dispose

. of the State fund to the injury of the community.
General Ord. in answer to tbe second question.
says be made no threats to depose any civil officer
ot Mississippi, except lor failure to execute impar-
tial iostice to offenders or iier.oni acouaed of ollan- -

' ces, and that he had made no threats to depose or
interfere with the Legislature of Mississippi, and
did not design to mage anv seizure of State proper
ty unless he loand that the laws of Congress could
not otherwise be enforced.

The correspondence also shows that on the
seventh of June General Ord asked permission of
the Secretary of war to designate the lry Tor-tng- aa

as a place of punishmeut tor horse thieves
sentenced by military commission, addiBg that he
thought the moral effect of conUnement there
would be very great. On tbe following day tbe
Secretary of War gave him permission to send
limited number to that place.

Thb Sansom Street Explosion. The base
ment of the mill in (Sansom street, above Tenth,
destroyed by the late boiler explosion, has been
cleared out, and what remains of the boilers
may be seen as they were immediately after the
sad catastronbe occurred. The two boilers lay
along the north basement wall, with a upase of
about four feet between tbem, but both con-
nected by a steam pipe. When the explosion
took place the boiler furthest from the wall was
lilted up and carried over the top of the other,
falling near the wall. It was torn in several
pieces, xne oifier Doner was moved out or
place about six feet, and was bent in the mid-
dle, until the two sides nearly touched each
other. With this exception it does not appear
to be much injured. It was thought when the
work of cleaning the debris commenced, that
three bodies still remained in the ruine, but
such was not the fact.
